"The moving picture camera is a 


complicated affair, w i:h two film reels, a 
crank, and an automatic shutter. As 
the camera man takes the picture, he 
turns the crank to wind the film from 
one reel to the other; and, as he 
cranks, the film passes in front of a 
shutter that keeps opening and dosing
